Indiana Opens 
‘Booster’ Office 


INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) — In­ 
creased international trade for 
Indiana, which currently ranks 
ninth among the 50 states, vs ill 
accrue to Hoosiers 'because of a 
new office in the Statehouse, of­ 
ficials predicted here Monday. 
Indiana becam e the first state 
to have a full-time representa­ 
tive of the U.S. Departm ent of 
Commerce open offices in a 
statehouse rather than in a fed­ 
eral building. 
At a news conference marking 
the opening of the offices of 
Mel Sherar, director of the field 
office 
here, Governor 
Bowen 
and Lt. Gov. 
Robert, D. Orr 
said the pilot venture should 
herald increased economic bene 
fits for the state. 
The Com merce D epartm ent’s 
regional, director, Jerry Marks, 
said Indiana in the past had 
“ discouraged” locating the fed­ 
eral office in the state. The dif­ 
ference 
between 
the 
Hoosier 
pilot program and field offices 
in other states, M arks said, is 
those in other states work inde­ 
pendently and “ we wanted to 
develop this new type of fed­ 
eral revenue sharing.”

Agnew Accused Of Illegal 
Acts; Denies Any Guilt 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew is 


under investigation in a case 
involving allegations of bribery, 
extortion and tax fraud in his 
home state of Maryland.

ble violations of the crim inal 
statutes'” 
but 
said 
he

innocent. 
Agnew was formally notified 
last 
week 
by 
the 
Justice 
Departm ent that he was being 
investigated by the U.S. Attor­ 
ney’s office in Baltimore, (he 
Wrall Street Journal, the W ash­ 
ington Post and The New York 
Times reported in their editions 
today. 


The Journal said the allega­ 
tions 
against 
Agnew included 
bribery, 
extortion 
and 
tax 
fraud. 


The vice president, who had 
been relatively untouched by 
the W atergate scandal rocking 
the Nixon adm inistration, pro­ 
claimed his innocence.

crim inal statutes," Agnew said 
in a statem ent issued by his 
office Monday night.

The Christian life does not begin in 
fiction or fantasy. God’s grace is not ex­ 
perienced merely by the power of 
thought, but rather by subjection of the 
will. The song writer of old wrote, “What 
a wonderful change in my life has been 
wrought, since Jesus came into my 
heart.” 
The glorious experience of regenera­ 
tion of the heart comes about by the 
union that is formed with Christ. This 
change, according to John Wesley, is 
both real and relative. It is immediately 
real in an emotional and spiritual sense.

But the study of the entire New Testa­ 
ment will bear out that there can be no 
forgiveness on the part of God unless 
there is a transformation of the heart.

He then asked: “Does 
that *ound like a wi*hdrawal 
from a federal obligation to the 
poor?” 
Scott, speaking to a conven­ 
tion of minority contractors, 
obviously was relying on a 
favorite aphorism of John F. 
Kennedy—"a rising tide raises 
all ship*”—in making his point 
about federal aid to black 
businesses under the Nixon 
administration. 
But

more 
addressing himself to what was 
actually happening than were 
Kennedy and Johnson adminis­ 
tration spokesmen in the 1960s 
when they cited billion* of 
federal dollars going into job 
-raininrg and remedial education 
programs while black unem­

double or more the rate of 
white joblessness. 
Fair Standard 
It is, in fact, remarkable to 
find any Nixon administration 
official bragging about how 
much money the government i 
putting into programs designed 
to solve social problems. The 
President himseif made much 
in his budget message this year 
of the fallacy of measuring 
progress that way, disdaining it 
as “trying to .solve problems by 
throwing money at them.” 
The fair standard of progress,

Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con- 
gress has ordered the ceiling on 
subsidy payments to big cotton 
and grain f a r m e r s slashed 
sharply in 1974, but it has si­ 
multaneous v preserved one po­ 
tential ■loophole” in enforce­ 
ment of 'he ceiling rules and 
substantially widened a second 
one. 
The current ceiling, under a 
lav effective from 1971 through 
1973 crops, is $55,000 a year per 
farmer for each of three crops 
—wheat, feed grains and cotton. 
A grower who produced the un­ 
usual combination of maximum 
eligible acreage of all three 
crops could theoretically get a 
total of $165,000 a year. 
Under a new bill which 
e 1 ea" ed Cong res s la st F rid a y, 
the ceiling for four years begin­ 
ning in 1974 is lowered to $20,- 
000 per farmer for all three 
crops combined. 
While reducing the ceiling, 
how’ever, Congress 
—Retained for cotton grow­ 
ers the right to sell or lease all 
or part of their planting allot­ 
ments to other farmers. This 
means cotton planters, who get 
most of the over-$20.000 federal 
payments, could side-step the 
impact of the reduced ceiling 
by renting part of their allot­ 
ments to growers who a r e 
small enough to fall below the 
payment ceiling. 
—Ordered the Agriculture De­ 
partment to return to a regula­ 
tion used in 1971 under which 
the agency, in figuring whether 
a farmer has reached his pay­ 
ment limit, ignores money paid 
to a farming corporation in 
which they have less than 
a 50 per cent interest.

Convening of the two bodies, 
both long delayed, could mean 
the naming of a new successor 
to Chainman Mao Tse-tung and 
the filling of Important posts 
vacant as result of the internal 
turmoil of recent years.

to be the logical successor, but 
only as a temporary one until a 
new leader emerges. 
Another top job that remains 
open is that of chairman of the 
Peoples’ 
Republic 
of 
China 
(head of state). It formerly was 
held by Liu Shao-chi. For years 
Liu had been regarded as the 
natural successor to' Mao but in 
late October, 1968, the party

dismissed 
him as a “traitor, renegade and 
scab”. 
In China’s chain of command 
the chief of sítate is elected by 
the National People’s Congress.

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
When Carol N. Green packs for 
a triip, she always includes a 
-copy of a book entitled “He-lp 
Me to Help Myself.” 
Mrs. Green knows what its in 
the book by heart. She wrote 
and illustrated it with the aid 
of some others who, like her­ 
self, work sometimes with pa­ 
tients who cannot communicate 
for various reasons by normal 
means. 
Mrs. Green is an anesthetist 
at St. Vincent's Hospital in In­ 
dianapolis and lives at nearby 
Rrownsburg. In the course of 
getting degrees in the health 
field from St. Luke’s School of 
Nursing, Duluth: University of 
Minnesota School of Anesthesia 
and Indiana University, Mrs, 
Green also studied ait. 
Asthma Frustrated Her 
The book d-eveloped from a 
combination of her skills as a 
nurse and artist and her aware­ 
ness from a personal exper- 
ence. ‘‘I had asthma a n d 
couldn't talk for a week,” she 
recalled. “I was really frustrat­ 
ed. I couldn’t teU them what 
drug allergies 1 had and they 
were giving me things I 
shouldn’t nave had.” 
So when a speech therapist 
who knew' of Mrs. Green’s dual 
medico-art talents convinced her 
of the need for some sort of 
small picture-book that could be 
used by patients who could not 
s-peak or write, she went to work 
on the idea. 
“A lot of speech therapists 
use a talking board,” Mrs. 
Green explained. "But they are 
very large and hard to handile. 
With this book a patient can 
flap the pagc« with one hand. 
It can go in the pocket of a 
nurse’s uniform or in a purse 
or bedside table. When we tra­ 
vel, 1 take the book with me 
because 1 know from my own 
experience it is a good thing 
to have.” 
The book is • 4 4 by 5 4 
inches in size on durable paper 
with a ring binding. Different 
sections o fthe picture book il­ 
lustrate "too hot” or "too cold” 


and various needs such as comb 
and brush, bed pan, glasses, 
razor or toothbrush. Other sec­ 
tions deal with food, beverages 
and pody position. One section 
helps the patient to communi­ 
cate the point of pain. 
"AU of the pictures arc self- 
explanatory except pain,” Mrs. 
Green said. It is a picture of 
a human body to which the pa­ 
tient can point and has th e 
words ‘‘Pain—Where?” in eight 
languages. She plans to extend 
this to 16 languages with the 
next printing. 
The book is in use now in 18 
states and in some foreign cou- 
tries. Not only hospitals a n d 
nursing homes but also individu­ 
als traveling in foreign countries 
and persons caring for family 
members who have lost t b e 
power of speech by a stroke, 
heart attack, asthma, paralysis 
or some other cause are using 
it. 
"The letters I get make all 
the trouble worth while,” Mrs. 
Green said. "An elderly couple 
worried about how strangers 
will care for their 52-year-old 
son, unable to sipeak because of 


a birth injury. Many people who 
have had strokes. A woman in­ 
jured in a foreign country. 
These are types of people I did 
the book for — besides me.” 
Mrs. Green said the book i- 
rewarding for the need it has 
met but not financially. S h e 
hopes only to break even finan­ 
cial y on the venture. St. Vi- 
cent’s Hos-pital Gift Shop sells 
it for $2 and Mrs. Green said 
she has handled requests that 
come in by mail in her spare 
time from her Brownsburg 
home. 
"My husband says if I were 
anyone less stubborn or l e s s 
motivated, I would have given 
up long ago,” she said with a 
laugh.

— Chuck 
Steiesmeyer looked at the three 
rows of automobiles Mned up 
for 
gasoline 
at 
his 
Texaco 
service station Sunday and said 
the eight fuel pumps would be 
dry within the hour. 
Across the city other pumps 
were already dry or were not 
opened at all. 
“ When 
we 
opened 
seven 
months ago, we had to hustle 
business,” 
said 
Stiesmeyer. 
“ We offered free car washes 
and we vacuumed out cars. 
Now we have to turn business 
away, especially on Sundays. 
“ The lines are nothing like 
they’ll be pretty soon when we 
have to close down and the 
people start coming home from 
church. They really get mad 
when we put up the ‘no gas’ 
sign.” 
The weekday gasoline short­ 
age 
in 
Denver 
that 
forces 
stations to close after selling 
daily allotments skyrockets on 
Sundays, when only a handful 
of slat bn s remain open. Fifty 
gas stations were closed within 
a seven-mile radius of Sties­ 
meyer's Texaco Sunday.

The 
American 
Automobile 
Association (AAA) has called. 
Denver’s 
fuel 
situation 
the 
worst in the nation. Gov. John 
Vanderhoof last week ordered a 
crash 
out of-state 
advertising 
program, downplaying the prob­ 
lem in an effort to avoid $100 
million 
in 
lost tourism 
this 
summer. 
One Denver station manager 
has passed out 
identification 
cards to regular customers and 
will not sell to strangers, City 
stations are out of lock-caps for 
gas tanks. The lock-caps have 
been 
bought 
by 
motorists 
fearful of having fuel siphonned 
away. 
Oil 
industry 
officials 
have 
blamed 
the 
shortage on 
an 
unexpected 
increa.se 
in 
the 
state’s population and lack of 
adequate 
pipelines 
to 
bring 
gasoline into Colorado. 
“ They can’t beliwe the gas 
shortage,'’ 
said. 
Stiesmeyer, 
assistant station manager. “ I 
had one person who had a big 
ear drive back in the next week 
in a compact and say, ‘look at 
my 
new 
car.’ 
Imports 
are 
selling like crazy because of 
their mileage. 
“We’ve 
almost 
had 
fights 
here 
on 
Sundays, 
especially 
when 
we 
tell 
them 
we’re 
shutting down and that there’s 
no 
more 
gas. 
Our 
other 
business is off. We don’t have 


time to sell tire* because we're 
too busy selling gas.” 


•Sees Long Shortage 
A 
few 
miles 
away, 
Jack 
Charrin waited in a line of cars 
to buy gas at a Conoco station 
at a busy intersection in south 
Denver. 
Charrin 
works 
for 
Conoco in Denver and predicts 
the shortage will last “ at least 
two or three more years.” 
“The oil 
companies 
aren’t 
holding out on gas,” he said. 
“ If the gas was available there 
wouldn’t be a shortage. The 
Problem is pipeline capacity. 
There will be a shortage in 
Denver 
every 
summer 
until 
pipeline capacity matches the 
tourist dem and.” 
Behind him, Bill Speck man 
sat in his yellow convertible 
and said he’d been forced to get 
gas on Sunday because be bad 
put off refueling during the 
week. 
“ ! usually don’t try and buy 
gas on Sundays,” he said. “ But 
I 
haven't 
had 
any 
trouble 
getting it during the week. 
“ I have a neighbor who has a 
Cadillac sitting in his driveway. 
He doesn't drive it any more.”
